The  property  listed  in  this  catalogue  will  he  offered  and  sold  subject  to  the  following 
terms  and  conditions: 

I 

I.  The  word  "Company",  wherever  used  in  these  Conditions  of  Sale,  means  the 
American  Art  Association-Anderson  Galleries,  Inc. 

1.  The  Company  has  exercised  reasonable  care  to  catalogue  and  describe  correctly 
the  property  to  be  sold,  but  it  does  not  warrant  the  correctness  of  description, 
genuineness,  authenticity  or  condition  of  said  property. 

3.  Unless  otherwise  announced  by  the  auctioneer  at  the  time  of  sale,  all  bids  are  to 
be  for  a  single  article  even  though  more  than  one  article  is  included  under  a  num- 
bered item  in  the  catalogue.  If,  however,  the  articles  under  any  one  numbered 
item  are  designated  as  a  "Lot"  then  bids  are  to  be  for  the  lot  irrespective  of  the 
number  of  articles  described  in  such  item. 

4.  The  highest  bidder  accepted  by  the  auctioneer  shall  be  the  buyer.  In  the  event 
of  any  dispute  between  bidders,  the  auctioneer  may,  in  his  discretion,  determine 
who  is  the  successful  bidder,  and  his  decision  shall  be  final;  or  the  auctioneer  may 
reoffer  and  resell  the  article  in  dispute.

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HISTORICAL  NOTE 


THE  property  now  known  as  Stage  Coach  Inn  was  owned  in  the 
early  days  by  John  Underhill,  who  purchased  it  from  his  close 
friends  the  Matinnecock  Indians.  The  largest  room  in  the  small  origi- 
nal house  built  in  1668  was  the  old  kitchen  now  known  as  the  museum, 
which  contains  many  interesting  relics  of  the  past  and  is  still  in  its 
original  condition.  This  room,  containing  one  of  the  largest  Dutch 
ovens  extant,  was  a  gathering  place  and  friendly  refuge  for  all  who 
passed  that  way  in  a  time  when  houses  were  few  and  widely  scattered. 
Although  the  house  was  on  the  stagecoach  route  between  Oyster  Bay 
and  New  York,  in  territory  through  which  General  Washington  made 
many  trips,  it  is  not  known  whether  the  old  hitching  ring  outside  the 
kitchen  door  ever  held  the  reins  of  his  mount. 

About  1790,  the  large  central  portion  was  added  to  the  small  house. 
Here  was  instituted  the  first  Friends'  boarding  and  day  school  in  this 
part  of  Long  Island,  kept  by  two  staunch  Quakers,  Lott  Cornelius  and 
his  wife.  When  the  property  was  purchased  by  the  present  owner,  the 
old  Leyden  jars  and  charts  still  remained  in  the  room  which  had  been 
used  as  the  laboratory,  and  there  were  also  blackboards  with  the  old 
chalk  and  erasers. 

Stage  Coach  Inn  has  enjoyed  an  international  reputation,  and  many 
celebrated  persons  have  enjoyed  the  food  made  scrupulously  after  the 
recipes  of  Dolly  Madison,  Mrs.  John  Adams,  Mrs.  Thomas  Jefferson, 
and  other  notable  early  American  cooks.  The  grounds  today  are  those 
of  a  beautiful  private  estate,  with  century-old  locust  and  walnut  trees 
surrounding  the  house.  These,  together  with  the  rockeries,  rose  gar- 
dens, and  Pomander  Walk  leading  past  the  pheasant  runs,  combine  to 
form  a  distinguished  and  serene  atmosphere  about  this  delightful  inn.

From  New  York:  Cross  Queensborough  Bridge  and 
turn  left  at  car  tracks  to  Northern  Boulevard.  Go  east- 
ward through  Flushing,  continuing  on  Route  25A 
through  Manhasset  and  Roslyn,  straight  through  to 
Brookville;  there  turn  left  on  Piping  Rock  Road  to 
Locust  Valley. 

From  Brooklyn,  Jamaica,  Hempstead,  and  Mineola: 
Take  Jericho  Turnpike  to  the  Old  Cider  Mill,  turning 
left  to  Brookville  and  proceeding  on  Piping  Rock  Road 
to  Locust  Valley. 

Train  Service:  Stage  Coach  Inn  is  situated  across  the 
street  from  the  Long  Island  Railroad  station  at  Locust 
Valley.
